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The science of Numismatics treats of coins and medals of the present as well as of 
the past, and it is important that the facts relating to ail medals be recorded at the time the 
medals are issued; if neglected they are likely to be forgotten, aud thus much valuable numismatic 
history may be lost. The medals last for all time, every medal has a history, and this, too, should 
be preserved. 

The American Numismatic and Archzological Society is keeping such a record of 
American Medals and earnestly desires to obtain information regarding any medal that may be 
issued in the United States, no matter how insignificant the medal or how meager the 
information. 

The points to be covered in a full account of a medal are: 

1. Description—explaining every part of the design, and giving the inscriptions in 
full and exact size. 

2. State if the medal is pierced for suspension or provided with any attachment 
for that purpose, and, if so, if any are issued unpierced or without the attachment, and 
the number so issued. 

3- In what metals issued and number struck (or cast) in each. 

4. By whom issued, when, and for what purpose. 

5. Name of designer and of die cutter, 

6. What disposition has been made of the dies. 

7. Any facts of interest, historical or otherwise. 

The Society is an incorporated body, its collections are permanent, every 
American coin and medal should be represented in its cabinet and, so, accessible to students 
of American numismatics and American history now and for all time, 

With this end in view it would request the co-operation of all who take any 
interest in the preservation of historical records.
